I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Painscastle  Rural 
District  during  the  year  1955. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deed  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility 
regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included  all 
the  subjects  specifically  requested  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in 
Circular  17/55 (Wales ) .

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Public  Health  Officers  The  same  arrangements  existed  during  the 

year  as  in  previous  years,  Mr, G.G. Evans  remained  as  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  was  also  employed  in  a similar  capacity  by  the  Hay  Rural 
and  Hay  Urban  District  Councils. 


Labo  rat  or  y Facilities  During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Hereford,  Brecon  and  Carmarthen  and  all  water  samples  were 
sent  to  these  laboratories.  Any  investigation  required  in  the  control 
of  infectious  disease  was  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Hereford,  Milk  sampling  was  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Hereford, 


Nursing  and  other  Facilities  The  County  Council  is  responsible  far 
these  services.  The"  Count y”al s o administer  the  maternity  and  child 
welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailments,  dental, 
eye  and  orthopaedic  defects.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  is  also  carried  out  at  these  clincs. 

Hospitals  The  hospital  needs  of  the  district  for  all 

diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease  are  provided  for  at  the  County 
and  General  Hospitals  at  Hereford.  A few  cases  are  admitted  to  Brecon 
and  Llandrindod  Wells.  Merthyr  Isolation  Hospital  and  Hereford.  Isolation 
Hospital  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Post-Mortem  Facilities  During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with 

the  Hay  U.D.C.  and  Hay  R.D.C.  to  share  a building  at  Cockcroft  House, 
Hay-on-Wye , which  has  been  recently  adapted  and  fully  equippod  for 
carrying  out  post-mortem  examinations. 

Pi sir feet ion  In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  required 

disinfection  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 


SECTION  3 , SANIT/JIY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


I am  indebted,  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
the  reports  on  water  supplies,  sewerage  and  the  workings  of  the  Factories 
Acts  which  ere  included  in  this  section  of  the  report. 

Water  Supplies  The  dry  summer  of  1955  reduced  the  yield.s 

from  all  sources  and  supplies  generally  were  insufficient  to  meet  the 
demand. 

Little  progress  was  made  with  the  water  scheme 
for  the  whole  district  submitted,  by  your  Consulting  Engineers  in  1947, 
and  the  needs  of  the  district  will  not  be  fully  met  until  this  scheme 
is  completed. 

During  the  yea.r  approval  was  given  for  10 
private  water  schemes  to  individual  farms  and  these  were  approved,  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries  under  the  Hill  Farming  and  Livestock 
Rearing  Acts. 

Retails  of  the  water  Supply  position  in  each- 

parish  is  given  below:  - 
Bou.gftrood  Parish 

Twenty  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Boughrood  Bridge,  including  the 
12  Council  houses,  draw  water  from  the  Llyswen  supply  which  is  owned 
by  the  Hay  Rural  District  Council.  During  the ' year  the  water  main  wa s 
extended  to  serve  an  additional  six.  properties. 

The  remaining  properties  in  the  parish  have  private  supplies  and 
in  times  of  drought  the  quantity  is  insufficient. 

4 water  samples  from  private  supplies  were  taken  during  the  year; 

2 of  these  were  satisfactory, and  2 unsatisfactory. 


Bryngwyn  Parish  ( 

The  Council  own  the  largest  supply  in  the  parish  which  serves 
most  of  the  hamlet  of  Rhosgoch  including  the  6 Council  houses,  the  school 
and  school  house.  The  supply  fell  considerably  during  the  dry  weather. 

2 samples  were  taken  from  the  supply  during  the  year; '"one 
sample  was  unsatisfactory  and  appropriate  action  was  taken.  Some 
improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  source  and  at  the  reservoir. 

Apart  from  this  supply  the  parish  suffers  badly  but  the  scheme 
submitted  by  your  Consulting  Engineers  would  satisfy  the  whole  needs  of 
the  parish. 

Tteea  samples from  a private  source  wa s submitted  for  analysis  and 
proved  satisfactory. 

Clyro  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  Clyro  village  consisting  of 
some  41  dwelling  houses  and  other  properties.  The  other  cottages  and 
farmhouses  in  the  parish  are  served  from  private  supplies  ranging  from 
small  piped  supplies  to  open  wells. 

During  the  dry  summer  months  the  yield  from  the  sources  of  the 
Clyro  supply  was  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand  and  turning  off 
at  night  was  resorted  to. 

On  the  30th. June  a visit  was  made  by  Dr, Baird  of  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  and  an  examination  was  made  of  the  works.  One  or  two  small 
improvements  were  suggested  as  a possible  cure  for  pollution  and.  the 
original  spring  chamber  was  abandoned  and  the  collecting  pipe  was  run 
straight  through  to  the  collection  chamber. 

Following  the  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  notices  were  distributed  to  consumers  asking  them  to  boil  all 
drinking  water  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government  requested 
the  taking  of  monthly  samples  from  the  source  of  supply  and  at  the  point 
of  consumption  in  the  village.  Altogether  18  samples  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and.  3 samples  for  chemical  examination 
during  1955.  Of  the  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  test,  5 were 
satisfactory,  2 were  suspicious  and  11  were  unsatisfactory.  After  the 
implements  to  the  collecting  tanks,  some  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
the  water  was  shown. 

During  the  carrying  out  of  road  improvements  by  the  Radnorshire 
County  Council  serious  damage  was  caused  to  the  water  mains  and  services 
in  the  village  and  opportunity  was  taken  to  replace  the  old  mains  with 
new  li1*  galvanised  tubing  and  this  should  greatly  improve  the 
distribution  in  the  village  and  eliminate  waste.  Most  of  the  services 
were  also  renewed, 

4 samples  from  private  supplies  were  taken;  2 were  satisfactory 
and  2 unsatisfactory. 

Gla sbur y Pari sh 

"Some  98  dwellings  have  a piped  supply  of  water  from  the  service 
reservoirs  owned  by  the  Council.  The  other  properties  in  the  parish 
have  private  supplies  ranging  from  small  piped  supplies  to  open  we 11s, 
and  pumps.  The  yield  from  the  various  sources  dropped,  considerably  in 
the  dry  weather 9 and  was  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand. 

During  the  year  a connection  was  ms.de  to  the  Radnorshire 
Smallholdings  Committee’s  service  pipe  and  an  extension  made  to  a= 
standpipe  erected  on  the  Common  at  Ciltwrch  to  serve  the  surrounding 
properties. 

One  sample  of  water  from  the  Council’s  supply  was  submitted  for 
analysis  and  ms  unsatisfactory  and  appropriate  action  was  taken. ' 

7 samples  from  private  sources  were  taken  during  the  year.  Six 
samples  were  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory. 

Llandewi -fach  Parish 

This  parish  has  no  piped  supplies  and.  in  times  of  drought  the 
domestic  need,  is  great.  The  agricultural  need  can  be  met  by  the 
adjoining  brook.  There  are  15  farms  e.nd  3 cottages  in  the  parish. 

This  parish  can  be  easily  supplied  with  water  from  Llanbwchll yn  Lake. 

2 samples  from  private  sources  were  taken  during  the  year  and. 
were  satisfactory. 


L^r.bedr  -Pa  insca  stle  . 

^ This  parish  has  one  small  private  piped  supply  serving  three 

farms  and  six  cottages.  The  other  properties  have  small  shallow  wells 
and  small  piped  supplies.  The  only  suitable  source  which  can  serve 
this  parish  adequately  is  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  and.  it  is  hoped  that  this 
scheme  will  be  commenced  without  undue  delay. 

Paring  the  ;/ear  some  progress  w as  made  towards  the  acquisition 
of  the  Painscastle  village  water  undertalcing  by  the  Council. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government  gave  approval  to  the  taking 
over  of  this  supply  by  the  Council  subject  to  certain  works  of 
reconstruction  being  carried  out.  6 samples  from  the  source  of  this 
supply  were  taken  during  the  year  and  although  these  show  the  water  to 
be  affected  by  weather  conditions,  this  should  be  eliminated  when  the 
proposed  protective  works  have  been  constructed. 

One  sample  taken  from  a private  supply  wa s satisfactory. 


LI andilo -Graban  Parish 

There  are  three  small  private  piped  supplies  in  this  parish. 
The  other  properties  are  served  by  small  shallow  wells  and  most  of 
these  are  subject  to  pollution.  This  parish  is  in  urgent  need  of  a 
piped  supply  and  the  only  suitable  source  is  Llanbwchllyn  Lake . 

Llanstephan  Parish 

This  parish  has  30  dwellings  and  12  are  served  by  a private 
piped  supply.  The  other  dwellings  are  served  by  shallow  wells  and  small 
piped  supplies.  This  parish  could  easily  be  supplied  from  Llanbwchllyn 

Lake . 


LI  owes  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  which  serves  the  village  of  LLowes. 
The  other  dwellings  are  served  by  small  private  piped  supplies,  pumps 
and  shallow  wells. 

During  the  dry  summer  months  the  yield  from  the  source  of 
the  Llowes  supply  fell  very  low  and  was  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the 
demand . 

On  the  30th. June  Dr. Baird  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  made 
an  inspection  of  the  works.  Ono  or  two  small  impio/ements  were  suggested 
as  a posable  cure  for  pollution  and  a greater  area  of  land  around  the 
spring  source  was  fenced  in  and  the  reservoir  tested  for  leak  pollution. 

Following  trie  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  notices  were  distributed  to  consumers  asking  them  to  boil 
all  drinking  water  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  So  Local  Government 
requested  the  taking  of  monthly  samples  from  the  source  or  reservoir  and 
at  the  point  of  consumption  in  the  village.  Altogether  18  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  2 samples  for  chemical 
examination  during  1955.  Of  the  samples  sent  for  bacteriological  test, 

3 were  satisfactory,  2 were  suspicious  and  13  were  unsatisfactory. 

These  results  show  that  the  supply  is  affected  by  weather  conditions. 

In  conclusion  it  is  obvious  from  the  above  description 
L’"t  all  v;ater  supplies  should  have  urgent  and  serious  consideration. 
They  are  subject  to  pollution  and  the  very  large  number  from  different 
sources  makes  it  impossible  to  give  them  individual  attention  as 
frequently  as  desirable.

There  care  no  public  sowers  nor  sewage  disposal  works  in  the 
district  apart  from  6 small  sewage  disposal  plants  serving  Council 
housing  estates. 

It  is  good  to  kno w that  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
preparation  of  a scheme  to  provide  sewers  and  a sewage  disposal  works 
to  serve  the  village  of  Glasbury.

All  condemned,  foods  are  sprayed  with  fluorescent  powder  and 
buried  in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  with  the  exception  of  the 
condemned  meat  from  the  slaughterhouse  which  is  collected  by  a 
Hereford  firm  which  deals  in  waste  food  products.

CjCTION  1.  HOUSING 

During  the  year  4 Council  houses  were  completed  which  brings  the 
total  number  of  these  houses  completed  since  the  end  of  the  War  to  38. 

There  were  no  private  houses  completed  in  the  1955.  Six  of  these 
houses  have  been  completed  since  the  War. 

Three  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act, 1949, 
were  received  and  these  were  approved  and.  Grants  to  a total  of  £600. 17s. 
were  approved  towards  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  improvements. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries  approved  the  payment  of 
Grants  under  the  Hill  Farming  and  Livestock  Rearing  Acts  for  10  farms 
during  the  year,  which  included  an  improvement  to  the  farmhouses. 

At  the  31st .December ,1955,  the  total  number  of  applicants  on  the 
"waiting  list”  for  Council  houses  was  13,  and.  these  can  be  classified

SECTIOH  5,  INSPECT ICT-T  AHD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD

Tuberculosis 


There  was  one  fresh  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory 
system  notified  during  the  year  and  one  case  transferred,  from  another 
district.  One  case  was  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year 
due  to  recovery. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

As  a result  of  the  new  Health  Act,  the  County  Council  were 
responsible  for  the  immunisation  of  children,  against  diphtheria  and. 
details  for  this  district  will  be  found  hereunder,  Facilities  for 
immunisation  are  now  available  at  the  ordinary  Maternity  and.  Child. 
Welfare  Clinics  and.  also  at  the  schools  during  ordinary  medical 
inspections .

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of  v-  diphtheria  continue 
to  fall.  The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign  remains  the  same, 
however,  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than  75/t  of  babies 
before  their  first  birthday. 

It  must  be  remembered,  that  diphtheria  still  kill#  and  that 
elimination  of  the  disease  is  conditional  upon  the  maintenance  of  an 
adequate  level  of  immunisation.  If  parents  leave  their  children 
unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks.
